Lions made iby the Chinese au- 
thorities concerned, the life and 
property of foreigners have been 
endangered, and their rights 
which they are entitled to be pro- 
tected in virtue of the existing 
treaties and international law, 
are infringed upon. Regrettable 
ag we are, ‘we are constrained to 
say that such is the state of 
affairs prevailing in China. 
Already in Nanking, Hankow 
and other places, the life and 
property of the subjects of our 
Empire were greatly endangered, 
and in some instances even 
Japan's national honowr was im- 
paired. The disturbance now 


spreading and threatening: to in- 


volve North China ‘in it, no one 
can dare foretell that incidents 
of the afore-mentioned  in- 
auspicious nature will not take 
place again. ; 

In consequence of the past his- 
tory, Japan has about 20,000 na- 
tionals residing at Tsingtao, ‘be- 
side many Japanese subjects en- 
gaging in lawful business ‘at 
various places along 
tung Railway, at Tsinan there 
are living ‘nearly 2,000 Japanese. 
Now that the war cloud is about

In. the absence of any volume 
of business, the market appears to 
be stendy at about these prices, 
but being so limited it might easily 
move either way.

WHAT STATION? 


HOW TO IDENTIFY FOREIGN 
TRANSMISSIONS. 

_A difficulty that many wireless 
Nsteners experience is that of 
identifying the foreign stations 
which they pick up on their sets, 
suys a Home paper, . -« . 

Tf the country to which a station 
‘belongs can be ascertained the 
station itself can often be named 
with certainty by fts position in 
the wavelength table. °, When, for 
example, a French station is found 
below the settings required -for 
London and above those for Bir- 
mingham this must be the “Petit 
Parisien” if the day is Sunday, 
Tuesday, Thursday, or Saturday. 
pease it'will be Paris Radio 


_. French ‘stations give their eall- 
signs pretty frequently, and even 
if the nsime cannot be heard the 
words “Tei le poste” or “Tej les 
emissions” may be caught. Ger- 
man stations can be distinguished 
by the frequent oceurrence of the 
word “Achtung” (stand by). All 
of the Spanish stations have. call 
signs beginning with the letters 
EAJ, pronounced “ay ah hota,” 

Vienna cannot be mistaken, for 
during the programme intervals a 
metronome, ticking as fast as a 
watch, is set working close to the 
micraphone. Rome. has a woman 
announcer who repeats the word 
“Roma” usually several times be- 
fore each item. , 

Hamburg heralds the close of 
each interval by a stroke on a 
gong. Stuttgart during intervals 
transmits the notes C D G every 
few seconds by means of-a valve 
oscillator.

' This was tho declaration of a 
high London authority on muni- 
cipal practice when he discussed 
the action of the Lord Mayor of 
Manchester (Alderman Swales), 
who declined to attend a Chamber 
of Commerce luncheon to the 
American Ambassador on the 
grounds that he had not. been in- 
vited to sit in the place of honour 
due to the Lord Mayor. 

Alderman Swales declares that 
as Lord Mayor in his own city, he 
should have been invited to take 
the President’s chair or the post 
of honour on the Chairman’s 
right hand. 

“In London,” a Press represen- 
tative was informed, “the Lord 
Mayor is always supreme. He 
takes precedence of everyone, At 
Trinity House, when the Duke of 
Edinburgh was Master and the 
Prince of Wales was present, the 
Lord Mayor was accorded the seat 
lof honour, on the right hand of 
the'Master. The Prince of Wales, 
who sat on the left, insisted upon 
that order. ‘

‘HOW THEY ARE A DANGER TO 
THE CHILD. 


“COMFORTERS” & DRUNKARDS, 


The love of superior parents, the 
mismanagement of genius in child- 
hood days, and the relation between 
the “comforter” and drunkenness 
were among the subjects of child 
psychology discussed by Dr.. W. A 
Potts, psychological expert. to the 
Birmingham justice, when address- 
ing the Parents’ National - Educa- 
tional Conference at Cirencester. 
“Some parents,” he said, “conceive 
it to be their duty to impress upon 
their children what incompetent 
little creatures they are, and what 
immensely wise and capable people 
they are as parents. In this way 
the child ig often given a aense. of 
inferiority which has a baneful in- 
fluence all through his life. A 
great deal of ‘mental distress, lead- 
ing to ill-health, fs caused by 
parents and other adujts who Im- 
plant this sense of inferiority in a 
child during his early years.” 

Children, he proceeded, should 
be encouraged to do things for 
themselves in their own way, how- 
ever crude thelr attempts might 
seem to their elders,. Children of 
the Peter Pan or Mary Rose type, 
who did not wish to grow up, were 
often suffering from a feeling of 
inferiority, Life seemed very diMi- 
cult to them, and a child feeling he 
was below the ordinary level would 
shrink back from facing it at all. 
Ve would not know the cause, but 
it would be there, ‘Constant nag- 
ging and snubbing had a most in- 
jurious effect. upon the child, 

“The mismanagement . of genius 
in enrly life,” declared Dr. Potts, 
“Ss the undoubted explanation of 
‘why so many geniuses are unhappy 
and erratic in Jater life. It is ac- 
cepted by many authorities that our 
tlisposition, temperament, and atti- 
tude Lo life are largely determined 
by the age of seven years. be- 
Heve that the most ‘important day 
in those seven years is the first day. 
The parent's attitude to a ehild be- 
fore it.is born has also an enor- 
mous influence on its life. The 
unwanted child has a blight on it 
from the first day it is born. The 
only child, too, is inevitably sub- 
ject to mental strain or distress, 
Before he can take a proper place 
in life he will be compelled, while 
n child, to take on the difficult task 
of adjusting his life to that of 
older people instead of living his 
own child life. It is bad for him 
and his parents. Parents claim 
that they restrict their family in 
the interest of the one child, but 
the greatest benefit a child can have 
in early life is derived from con- 
tact with other children, preferably 
hig own brothers and sisters, who 
ean do something for him that no 
one else can, The best kind of 
paternal or maternal love too de- 
velops only in parents who have a 
family which Is not too small. 

“To give a child the continual 
sensual pleasure of sucking a com- 
forter often provides, I firmly be- 
Heve, the first downward step in 
the career of drunkards. One of 
the most important factors in the 
lives of many delinquents is that 
they have néver had s mother's 
tove. A child should have an op- 
portunity of expressing all the 
ability he may have. He must 
never be thwarted in his wish to 
practise music or learn painting 
because his father ‘does not believe 
in such nonsense.” In choosing a 
profession the aim should be not 
merely ta follow a career because 
it was mepped out by the parent, 
but to do that which will lead to the 
fullest development of the self.”

HILLS, 


Describing life in Asaom, N.E., 
India, to the Royal Society of Arts, 
Adelphi, W.C., Mr. Baail Allen, late 
of the Indian Civil}. Service, said 
that among the Khasis, a hill tribe, 
the matriarchal system is still in 
force. -Property belongs to‘ the 
women; anything a.man earns be- 
fore marriage belongs to his mo- 
ther, and after-marriage to his wife. 

The men are extremely jolly, said 
Mr. Allen; the women, inspite of 
their privileged position, have lost 
none of their charm, and are n 
more logical on masculine than their 
sisters in leas feminist countries. 
They wear a multitude of clothes, 
unlike their neighbours, the Garos, 
who wear extraordinarily little.

SEARCH FOR MIZPAH. 


"GIGANTIC WALL FOUND IN 
“PALESTINE. 


Neither Jerusalem ‘nor Megiddo 
ever hand such no formidable city 
wall as that+ just unearthed at 
Tel-el-Nisbéth, seven miles north 
of Jerusalem, by the Mizpah 
pedition of the Pacifie School 
Religion, under the direction , 
Professor William Bade, the Ameri- 
can Old Testament and archrologi- 
eal authority, 


The Professor has succeeded in 

clearing a section of the enclosing 
wall, which is ..still standing to a 
height of 26ft. from ‘the founda- 
tions. The. thickness of the wall 
ranges from 16ft. to 20 ft. The 
sloping revetment, round one corn- 
er'of the towers has a curved front 
Q5ft. broad at the middle. The 
slope of the revetment, which pro- 
jects 20ft, from the walla, » shows 
that the wall must originally have 
been ‘20ft. higher. ; 
' The wall, which is of the bronze 
Age type, dates probably from B.C. 
1800. A peculiarly surprising fea- 
ture’ is a amooth dressing of plas- 
ter made from finely levigated clay 
covering the whole .exterior, tho 
face giving the appearance of hav- 
ing been carved from bedrock as .a 
solid whole. ne . 

The gigantic character of the 
‘wall raises a new, question of {den- 
tification. Jf the site is really. that
